Henry Carroll, colored, living in 


New Orleaas parish, five miles below 
the city, testified that he was formerly a 
Republican, became a Liberal, and vo- 
ted for McEnery and Tilden, this year, 
for which he was threatened with mur 
der, "and attempts were made to kill 
him." A man was killed November 
10th, being mistaken for him ; negroes 
had been threatened with all sorts of 
punishment if they voted the Demo- 
cratic ticket. They were told that 
Gen. Sheridan was coming, and every 
Democratio aegro 
would be shot. 


They were warned also, thai they and 
their children would be put back into 
slavery if they got the Democrats in 
power, and they would no longer have 
any schools. Some of the negroes did 
notdasire to vote, saying it was no use, 
it did them no good. 
They were told 


that if they did not vote their names 
would be taken and they would aee 
what came of it 
He had made two 


speeches during the campaign, one at 
Tuaeaburg, and tbe other at the Mars-- 
ton 'plantation. 
While making tbe 


speech at Tnnesburg, negroes had fre- 
quently interrupted him with threats 
of his life, saying that every Democratic 
negro would have his throat cat. 


Ward, colored, of Grant parish, testi- 


fied that 
Republicans shot at and 


knocked him on the head for wanting 
to run for the Legislature, was then a 
Republican ; had to leave the State be- 
cause he knew too much, and was 
threatened; remained out six months, 
then took his seat in the Legislature, 
though fairly beaten. 
He wrote a his* 


tory of the outrages in Red River par- 
iah, believing it true at the time. Now 
he knew better. Ward is now a Dem- 
ocrat. 


Morgan, of New Orleans, testified, 


but gave no startling evidence. 


Jno. Peliv, colored, testified that he 


resides in Albion, voted the Democratic 
ticket at tbe late election ; attempts 
were afterward made on his life. 
He 


was shot and beaten by colored men, be- 
cause he voted the Democratic ticket.

NEW Yonk, Dec. 15—The Times' spec- 


ial troin Columbia, says it is understood 
that after the inauguration of Hampton, 
yesterday, the democratic members of the 
senate would withdraw from the Cham- 
berlain legislature and go over to Carolina 
hall, but the opening oi the senate to-day, 
found them still in their seats aa usual and 
the Hampton legislature is still witnout an 
upper house 
Tbe trouble is they cannot 


aeiee among themselves as to the proper 
coarse to pursue. Some of them held that 
it was a fatal mistake tor Hampton men, 
of either house, to withdraw from the reg- 
ular legislature, that they ought to have 
remained where therecould be no question 
as to the legality of their position,and thus 
have gamed whatever advantage they 
could, bad they done this, it is thought 
they might have secured the speakership, 
and possibly ha?e captured enough repub- 
lican* to count In Hampton for governor, 
but as It is, they have put themselves in an 
absurdly false position and the more clear- 
ly this position is examined, the clearer it 
bectmea that neither Hampton aa govern- 
or bis assembly as a legislative body, has 
the slightest legal or constitutional ground 
to stand upon. They have involved them- 
selves in a web of inconsistencies, contra- 
dictions and absurdities. Take the inaug- 
uration of Hampton for example. They 
bave in-maintained as one of the grounds 
why Caamberlain is not legally governor, 
that he was not sworn Into office by the 
chief justice, and yet Hampton could not 
get the chiet justice or either of the associ- 
ate justices, 10 administer the oath to him, 
and was obliged to take Makcy an inferior 
judge, the legality of whose election at all 
is in dispute, to perform the ceremony. 


Then, again, the Hampton'senatsrshave 


certainly recognized the legality of the 
Chamberlain legislature, by uniting with it 
in legislature, by uniting with it in legis- 
lation and election of its senators. By their 
action, this very day, they have acknowl 
edged that the inauguration ceremonies, 
yesterday, were a farce. After attending 
Ithe iwearing of Simpson and declaringhinj 
lieutenant governor, yesterday, they take 
their seats in Chamberlain's senate to-day, 
and recognize Clevis as the legitimate lien- 
tenant governor. To make their incon- 
sistency still more manifest, they accepted 
two hundred dollars of their salary as sen- 
ators, from Cardoao the state treasurer 
who, they say, was not elected and is not 
legally treasurer. It should be mentioned 
in this connection, that Cardoao found no 
difficulty In borrowing money to pay an 
installment of members' salaries, In antic- 
ipation of the passage of the appropriation 
bill, which shows that quite as much con- 
fidence ejtistsjbere on the legitimacy of the 
Chamberlrin legislature at) was exhibited 
by the Carolina bank in cashing drafts of 
Hampton's assembly men for salaries, to 
the extent of one hundred dollars each. 


It ia pretty certain that Judge Carpen- 


ter will decide the injunction suit 
brought against Cardosa, to prevent his 
paying out atate funds as treasurer, in 
favor of the treasurer, and thus the at- 
tempt to block the finance wheels of the 
state government will fall. . 


Simpson, claimant to the lieutenant 


governorship, sent a communication to 
the senate, to-day, reciting that he bad 
been duly elected lieutenant governor, 
and taken tha oath of office, and that he 
was present1 in Columbia, and ready to 
fulfill the duties of his office, and re 
spectfully claimed his seat as presiding 
officer of the senate. The communica- 
tion was presented by a Democratic sen- 
ator, and after being read; was, on mo- 
tion of a Republican senator, referred to 
the judiciary committee, where it will 
probably have a permanent rest, unless 
it shall be expedient to make it the sub- 
ject of a report, showing up tbe illegali- 
ty and absurdity of Hampton and Simp- 
son's inauguration ceremonies.
